Portroyal being the place by us as 
moſt fit for our Imployers to ſett'e on: there we went with our Ship 
trom Aſhley River, ,and took with us a' Py/oft, and an Interpreter ,/ 
the Bar of the ſaid placz,lyeth in Latitade 32z;degrees 5 minuts, tt 15 
an excellent.Bar , where Sounding many times with our Ship] and 
Boats, we found 19 foot low:water, there it floweth-8 foot,at an 
Eaſt, South Eaft Moor, maketh'there a full Sea , the Bar 1s 4 miles 
broad, and within a brave turning C&anzel, only the Barrlyeth 3 
Leagues ofi , however it is the choyeſt place in all Caroliza, both for 
Navigation and Richneſs in Lands, here - there is nothing 
of a Fro/t,and I found a conſiderable difterence betwixt the ſeaſon 
and Soy! of this and that of 4fþley River, for parting from the ſaid 
place the 2 3-of-March the Treees were but the euding,and theGraſs 
but ſhort ; but coming to Por?royal the 25 ditto; the Tres were all 
covered with leavs full ſpred, and fully bloſomed, the Peaches there | 

were growing 7:14, ſet'and as great as a ſmall Wall/aur ; within
